Now, at 
the risk of Leing accused of ‘stirring up 
ktrife in the Chureh'—he ‘tovk: it there 
were twa kinds of strife, one in a good 
cause aml another ina bad—he bexged to 
submit the exnct po nt in which the 
Soathulders and Subscribers stoud in: rela- 
tien te the Church Bady and to the Cathe 
dral. As they ‘were informed in Chruch 
Notes, the Uathedral had been disestablish- 
edand disondowed, The Cathedral was 
tunintained ind the salarios of all its officers 
were paid from smoncy which they sub- 
scriled, ‘hose otticers consirted of the two 
chaplains, the organist, and the verger. 
Should they withdraw their subscriptions 
and pew-renta the charch eould not ‘eon- 
tinue. To prutect their interests and to 
administer the money which thay devoted 
to charel purposes the Chureh Body wero 
elected suoually and pledged themrolves to 
the fulfilment of those duties they under. 
took. They wero responsive to the sab- 
scrihors and in all equity to no one else. 
Uniler tho clause of an Ordinance (No 8 of 
1899) which by their: action the Churelv 
Body would Yond them to believe was so 
iniquitous that it onght te be publicy 
burnt, the Church Body took upon them 
selves to nike an Appointment, the 
importance of which couti-not be overeati- 
mated —namely, that of the senior oiticer— 
without attempting to consult the Seathol- 
dors’ or Subscribers,’ wishes or feelings fin 
the matter. The authority for that disregard 
of their feolings was Clausa 8 of the Or- 
‘linance, which they claimed gave them full 
legal power to dons they liked with the offi- 
cers and money of the Subsoribors, It was 
a theary of equity and religion that would 
possibly be new to many present. Person- 
alty, though he was not_a lawyer, he was 
not so confident as the Cliurch Body wore

appointed. Even then the Seatholders and 
Subscribers were kept ignorant. The 
Church Body pleaded- urgency . for their 
mistake, and yet the new chaplain would, 
not take up his appointment. until noxt 
August, Now they came tothe vital point 
concerning the sppointment, and on this 
he would atate that personal fealiny eitller 
one way or the other should not enter inte 
the question. They had, however, not to 
consider the: feelings of any individuals 
when the -fature of the church was 
The Church Body, without 
tdaking any attempt- whatever to secure a 
suituble successur, appointed one locally. 
One would have thought that acting entire-

Chaplain, andJthey did not consult the com. 
muniry with regard te these appoinunents 
—they would nover get anantinity~and 
the Sucretary of State through thy Govern- 
or always appointed aman, - Ho recelleet- 
ed, whon he came to the cclony in 1892, 
there was a dear, good old gentleman, Mr 
Jennings, for whom ho had a great regard, 
and ho was Chaplain. He was-appotuted 
by the recrotary of State. In 1892; a) 
change toale plyce in the Colonies, There 
wagan idea that the Church-shonld he self- 
supporting instend of boing maintained with 
the money of peoplo'who did not practicy 
that particular religion, In thera 
circumstances, St. John's Cathedral 
was handed over to a . body ‘called 
the Church. Rody. An ‘act was passed 
in 1892,. and there wfe-sertain cundi- 
tions Iuid down in it. The original 
Church Body was Mr Ackroyd, Mr Conp-r, 
Mr Fielding Clarke, Mr Ford. Mr 
Keawiek und Mr—— and the Chaplain and 
Bishop were made members of it:- All 
matters connected with the religious ser- 
vices and with the Church, tho rites and 
rituil, wero all brought under tho immediate 
direction and manayement of the Chaplain 
for the time being, but subject to the can- 
trol of the Bishop fur the time being, The 
temporal affsirvs of thy Church were tu be 
amended uitd gaverned by the Church Body, 
and power was given to the Chureh Body to 
appoint a Chaplin. ‘The only alteration 
since then was that gnother Ordivance was 
drawn up in 1890 by Sir Jchn Carrington, 
who touka great deal of trouble svith it, but 
thore was no suggestion mide in drawing it 
up that the appointment of Chaplain or 
onder Chaplain should rest with the, seat- 
holders and subscribers, “‘Section’S read is 
follows :—‘ The Church Body may appuint, 
as uceasion may require, » chaplain and one 
oF more assistont caapluins-to perform und 
carypondivine worship and thoservicus usual 
ia the Chuteh of Engiand according to the 
rites ami ceremonies of the said Churel,’ 
Continuing, Mr Goodman. said he could 
spouk perhaps without any undue bins as he 
was away in England when the appointment 


He did 
net feel gualifi€d to offer ap opinion as to 
whether Mr Johnsun was the best man, aa 
Hie fuk not had a grent deal to do with him. 
However, he was sure they were alt agreed 
ak one point, and that was chacin the-Rev. 
Mr Cobboid they. liad Lad an agreeable and

sider ag idea that there was.a splitin St. 
John's Church. Ho was rather glad thot 
somebody in the flesh had come forward. 
He did not like these anonymeus let:ers 
from .* Church Goer,’ ete.

himself... He had made an unfair nné cruel 
attach on the Bishop, who. ho alleged, was 
trying te usurp authority.

As to the resolution, if it were carried by a 
majority. some people would go awxy with 
tho. satisfaction pf having: ¢ensared’ the 
Church Body. Hov- thought alittle courtesy 
and consideration should bo shown to the 
Church Body, or he didn't know whom they 
would get.to serve. The pay, it seemed 
te. him, -was not excessive,. and there 
was a good deal of work tu be done. ; 
Who was ‘the man who moved - this 
‘ike fofeo ?—Sie John Carrington, Was 


there finyone ‘who would ‘kay Sir John 
Carringyon had not get the-interest of the 
Church’ at heart.as much as anyone had ? 
“He thought auch 8 resolution’ would -be a 
crucl une to pass-as regarded the Church 
| Body. What they were doing was to: pass 
@ vote of censure, and it-was rather an un- 
kind proceeding. Tho gentleman who pro- 
posed the resolution had come forward with 
a grand out and dried speech, which would 
ge inte the Press to-mérrow, and would look. 
avery eloquent production. He did: not 
give the Church Body a look of it ‘before- 
hand; and the only answer they bad* were 
the few disjointed: remarke -he bad made, 
andjhe was the only member of the Church 
iy who had nothing to do with the 
matter. They bud riot te appoints. new 
Church Body, ‘and he thought it would havo 
beon sufficient if they hnd-not re-elected the 
old Body without passing this formal vote of 
congure. : ‘For himself, he thought * Church 
Goer.’ had pot dene quite what he should

“Mr Ma: said they dic not intend to 
question. the right of the Church’ Body 
andor the Ordinance te appoint a chaplain, 
but hye thought that body might have cons 
sulted the Seatholders:and Subscribers in 
the inatter, if on no other ground than that 
of expediency. _Tho Scatholders and Sub- 
seribers had nowadays to provide the funds 
necessury for carrying on-the church, and 
that being so was it not reasonzble to 
consult them in such a matter as the ap- 
puintment of a senior chaplain /—cortainly 
the one special subject in his opinion that 
they, shonld have been consulted upon. 
Ho hud no personal fecling against Mr 
Johnson he had never met-him,: but as ho 
had alrendy stated, from the point of viow 
of expedieney the Charch Body would have 
done better had they consulted the Seas.

a very satisfactory instance. The other 
six appointments were “by the Church 
Body. He was opposed to the introduction 
of the Nonconfermist preeedont in matters 
connected with tha Church of Englund. 
For-instance, to take Shanghai, they would 
never have the matter referred to Seat- 
holders, and as a matter of foct it was the 
aniversal pratticy in the Church of England 
to leave the appointments of clergy of a 
patish in the hands of the trustees. Ho 
had 4 good deal of experience in ~ church. 
making,’ if. he could term it so, and he had 
boen drafting an Ordinance with ‘regard to 
regulations in Hongkong. . The samy thing 
prevailed in South China. — Ho really did 
not think those present dnderstoad all tha 
flifticulties, It was tiv casy matter to get 
hold of mon, Week after woek he took up 
his church papers, snd found that a gront 
@enrth of clergy. existed, Tho’ two list 
lending articles of the Guardian had rafer- 
ence tothis mutter. Asi matrer of fact, he 
was always looking for niet, and found im- 
mense difficulty in getting them. Especi- 
ally Was it difficult to. get men “to come to 
the colonies. fir why'shauld a man leave 5 
comfortablo living at home to come out to a 
pices for instance, like Hongkong, which 
for sume reason or other was always associ- 
sted with plagne and disvasn? With regard 
ta the resolution, he could not believe it 
was the right thing to pass a vote of censurae 


upon the Church Body for what they had |: 


done.” (Applause). 

The motion was then balloted and result- 
ed—Ayes 2', Novos 16—muajarity 6. 

The nceting then proceeded to ‘alect the 
' hureh. Body for the ensuning yeir when 
fhe following were appointed—Captain tho 
Hon, H;- W, Trefunis, Hon, W. Meigh 
Goodman, K.C., Hon, R. Murray Ramsey, 
R.N., Dr Atkinson, Mr H. H..J. Gom- 
pertz, and Mr H. A. W. Slade. Mr J. C. 
Peter wns ro-clected auditor. . F 

The. Chairman in a few concluding re- 
marks said the motion did not censure the 
appulntment “but «nly the action of the 
Charch Body.» Referring tothe Choir, he. 
expressud: his great-uppreciation of the 
goud work they were ding towards brigh- 
tening the Cathedal services, and he could 
assure them that no niteration was intend- 
od in their'services, sets 

Mr Cunningham maved a vote of thanks 
to the Bishop for presiding, and on behalf 
of the Choir thanked hin for his kind ap- 
preeiation, and said‘the Choir would, be 
glad -ta learn: that‘ their. mneical services, 
instead’ of being disenaraged, would. rather 
be encourased, a
